THAT NEW SCHOOL 
A school year will start in the 
Warren area next week, and still 
unsettled is the question concerning 
a new high school . . . . to build a 
new one or remodel the old. The 
answer to us is very obvious, but 
we are not making the decision. 
That is for the public to decide. 
For this reason it puzzles us 
that the FTA, Pre-School Mothers 
Clubs, and other civic groups are 
not giving this subject far more 
attention than is the case. Though 
the high school does not have a 
PTA. a major reason for building a 
new one, or for remodeling the old 
one, is an expanding school popula­ 
tion in the lower grades. Soon they 
will be crowding our antique struc­ 
ture at Second and Market. 
These are the people who should 
be considering the problem as a 
part of their routine business and 
they are the ones who should be 
fully informed on the situation. Some 
of this information must be ob­ 
tained from the joint committee 
which has figures that have not been 
revealed to the public. These figures 
are the ones provided by two firms 
of architects who were asked to 
estimate the comparative costs of 
building a new school and remodeling 
the old one. They also were asked 
to make recommendations. These 
figures and recommendations were 
given to the joint committee about 
six months ago. 
We have been told by one prom­ 
inent board member that the cost 
of a new high school might go as 
high as two million dollars. If this 
is the approximate figure we see no 
reason for alarm. We assume that 
the state will continue to help in this 
work, which brings that cost down 
to a million dollars for the local 
taxing group. 
If an authority is created and bonds 
sold, the annual cost at three per 
cent would be about $51 per thous­ 
and. Spread over all of the districts 
in the jointure that isn’t a very 
frightening figure. In fact the aver­ 
age property owner would be charg­ 
ed a very few dollars a year to 
provide the best and latest in high 
school facilties. We know taxpayers 
whose added cost would be about 
two dollars. Those whose taxes 
run around $150 would pay about $4. 
And the big boy who has a large 
plant might see his bill go up $300. 
He can afford it. In fact, the federa 
government will pay about half of 
that $300 through income deductions. 
There is some talk about re­ 
modeling the old school. An author­ 
ity to which the joint committee 
referred stated that a remodeling! 


job never should be done if the 
result would total two-thirds or 
more of the cost of a new building 
and unless the result would be 
equally as good as a new one. 
To remodel the old high school 
and come up with a result as good 
as a properly built new one would 
be impossible at two-thirds of the 
cost. And any architect who says 
otherwise is limited in vision! Take 
a close look at the circumstances 
and you will agree. 
To have a really modern school, 
justifying its expense, you must 
have plenty of land for future ex­ 
pansion, athletic facilities, and for 
parking. It should not be close to 
an already heavy traffic problem 
and the dangers attendant thereto. 
Add to the cost of remodeling our 
old high school the cost of buying 
sufficient property in this very high 
priced neighborhood to provide an 
athletic field and sufficient parking 
for any event which might be held 
within so functional a building. The 
two-thirds will melt away mighty 
fast and you still will be smack in 
the center of a dangerous traffic 
problem. 
And let us not forget that to build 
a high school and not to include 
adequate auditorium facilities and 
a swimming pool, the cost of which 
could be greatly reduced by a drive 
for contributions, would be a major 
mistake. These facilities also de­ 
mand room and parking space. 
lf we were building a new com­ 
munity today we would be enthu­ 
siastic about it and we would be 
doing it because we would want to 
live in a community with its ad­ 
vantages. We would sit down as 
citizens on various committees and 
we would decide how we were going 
to have fire protection, police, ade­ 
quate streets, water, fuel, sanita­ 
tion, and certainly the best in the 
way of education. Education would 
be one of our main reasons for 
teaming up as a community. 
If we could do this as a new com­ 
munity, what is to stop us as a well 
established, wealthy area from hav­ 
ing the very best that is necessary 
for the proper education of our 
young people? 
lf we have any real faith in our 
community; if we have real faith 
in our businessmen, our residents, 
our working men; if we have a will 
to do those things we know the com­ 
munity needs, there is nothing we 
cannot do as a community or as an 
area. 
When we look at a picture which 
appeared in the August ll issue of 
the Warren Observer, showing a 
swimming pool that had been built 
by the hands of a man who wanted’ 
such a facility in his own backyard, 
it certainly makes a community of 
15,000 people appear a little ridicu­ 
lous. Because if we really wanted 
such things as swimming pools, 
wanted them enough to get out as a 


group and do something about it, 
there is no reason why Warren 
couldn’t have any facility. 
And if as a community of 15,000 
people, plus those who live in the 
neighboring townships, we want a 
real modern, up-to-date highschool 
there is no reason why we cannot 
have one. 
A little imagination, a little con­ 
fidence in our future, a little will­ 
ingness to sacrifice and to sweat a 
little bit, work a little bit, pay a 
little bit, will get us anything we 
want of a community nature. 
But it is not enough for an editor 
to pound out these words on paper. 
It is not enough for readers to scan 
these paragraphs and say, “Yes, I 
think that’s right’’, and perhaps for 
some of them to call on the phone 
and say, “ I liked your editorial 
and I think you are right.’’ It is not 
enough for these things to be done. 
The enough will come when the 
people who read, and the people who 
think, and the people who approve, 


make positive steps toward doing 
something as a community. On that 
day W arren will have a new birth 
of progress.

The Pope And Peace

VATICAN CITY. — Through all 
the alarms of the cold war when 
often it seemed that another global 
conflict was inevitable one voice 
has spoken out unfailingly and un­ 
ceasingly for peace. The pronounce­ 
ments of Pope Pius XII during the 
16 years of his pontificate stress 
on almost every occasion the des­ 
perate urgency of the need to find 
a way to peace. 
When the whole story of the 
struggle for peace is written the 
Pope’s words broadcast to the world 
again and again will be shown to 
have weighed heavily in the balance 
on the side of a peace negotiated 
with full realization of the total 
destruction of modem war. From 
the appeals he made on the eve of 
the outbreak of World War II down 
to the present moment he has con­ 
demned mankind’s recourse to war 
insisting that those who resorted to 
it could not escape 
the burden of 
individual guilt for the incalculable 
loss and suffering inflicted on hu­ 
manity. 
In his Christmas message of 1941 
he spoke of the need when the war 
should end to impose a progressive 
limitation on armaments and on 
the production and possession of 
offensive weapons. Earlier he de­ 
veloped the theme he has constantly 
reiterated which is in essence the 
concept of the United Nations. This 
is the conviction that all nations 
are members of “ one large human 
family to be guided by the principles 
of justice, legality, equity and char

ity and by mutual pacts that are to 
3e respected with the conviction that 
true patriotism consists not in deny­ 
ing the rights of other nations but 
in participating for the greater com­ 
mon good in the family of nations 
in which each one has a contribu­ 
tion to make and a place of honor.” 
In 1951 when the cold war was 
at a peak of intensity the Pope de­ 
clared that the church would not 
take sides in the struggle. His 
declaration was obviously in re­ 
sponse to great pressure to take 
an active part in the conflict that 
during the previous 12 months had 
seemed certain to erupt into a hot 
war. But in his Christmas m es­ 
sage he said that those who wanted 
to make the church “ their ally or 
the instrument of their political al­ 
liances” would “ bring her down to 
the same level on which conflicting 
temporal interests are locked in 
struggle.” 
Again and again the Pope has 
condemned the m aterialism of both 
the East and the West. He has 
warned, too, of the dangers of re­ 
viving nationalism and the threat 
to peace inherent in the “ national­ 
istic state.” As an alternative he 
has urged European unity putting 
special emphasis on this in 1953 
when there still seemed a hope that 
the European Union would be rati­ 
fied. 
A passage in the long Christmas 
message of 1948 sums up the Pope’s 
convictions on the responsibility of 
the individual: “ A convinced C hris­ 
tian cannot confine himself with an 
easy and egotistical isolationism 
when he witnesses the needs and 
the misery of his brothers; when 
pleas for help come to him from 
those in economic distress; when 
he knows the aspirations of the 
working classes for more normal 
and just conditions of life; when 
he is aware of the abuses of an 
economic system which puts money 
above social obligations; when he is 
not ignorant of the aberrations of 
an intransigent nationalism which 
denies or spurns the common bonds 
linking the separate nations together 
and imposing on each one of them 
many and varied duties toward the 
great family of nations.” 
Those close to the Pope say that 
he has never abandoned hope even 
in the darkest hours of the cold war. 
While he has not commented direct^ 
on the summit meeting at Geneva 
and the renewed hope of peace it 
has brought, the Vatican Secretary 
of State has referred reporters to 
passages from the last Christmas 
message in which the Pope con­ 
firmed his view of war as an im­ 
moral act resting on the conscienc­ 
es of those who resort to it. 
In a front page editorial just before 
the conference began the Vatican 
City newspaper Oservatore Romano 
hailed the summit meeting as an 
important first step toward ending 
the cold war and fulfilling the desires 
of mankind for a rebirth of true 
peace. The newspaper said that the 
Pope had received the “ greatest 
satisfaction” from the very fact 
the conference was taking place at 
alk 
The story has often been told of 
how Stalin at a wartime conference 
when reference was made to the 
views of the Vatican asked how many 
divisions the Pope had. In the words 
the Pope has spoken again and again 
across tile years there is a power 
of which the Russian dictator could 
have had no comprehension whatso­ 
ever.

Commission lease in connection with 
this program, raised and shipped 
1,150,450 shrub seedlings to Com­ 
m ission personnel and sportsmen s 
groups, largely. 
Research activities also pursued 
under the Pittman-Robertson pro­ 
gram last year were of such variety 
and scope they will require a sep­ 
arate article later. 
Six marsh areas impounding 52 
acres of water in all were complet­ 
ed 
under 
Pennsylvania’s 
small 
m arsh for wild waterfowl project. 
Others are being constructed or are 
in the planning stage. A special 
project, the Conneaut M arsh Dam, 
impounding 550 acres on State Game 
Lands in Crawford County, was 
completed last year with federal 
funds of $18,135.94 — money over 
and above the land utilization allot­ 
ment named in the first paragraph.

HUNTING HELPED BY 
FEDERAL AID 
During the federal fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1955, many wildlife 
habitat improvements were accom ­ 
plished in Pennsylvania through the 
use of Pittman-Robertson funds. 
This program is financed by an 11% 
Federal Excise Tax on sporting 
arm s and ammunition. After ap­ 
proval of state-recommended pro­ 
jects federal funds are provided 
to reim burse a state to the extent 
of 75% of the costs within the amount 
allotted. Of the $445,109.32 (100%) 
authorized for Game Commission 
use on land utilization work in the 
last fiscal year the Commission used 
$333,831.99, or all of its 75% in 
March, 
for 
projects 
under 
the 
program in Pennsylvania. Unfinish­ 
ed projects were continued until 
June 30 through the use of monies 
from the State Game Fund. 
The state’s P-R Wildlife Restor­ 
ation Program during the last fiscal' 
year comprised items of value to 
the hunters and trappers of Pennsyl­ 
vania too numerous and varied to 
describe completely here. These 
projects, largely food and cover, 
were administered however on State 
Game 
Lands, Cooperative Farm

Game Projects, the Allegheny 
tional Forest, the Loyalhanna and 
Conemaugh Flood control areas, and 
many Rabbit Farm s and otherareas 
.eased by the Commission. These 
endeavors required an outlay for per 
diem labor, seedlings, seed, lime, 
fertilizer, and other services and 
m aterials supplied through this co­ 
operative federal-state program. 
The following will partly indicate 
the diversity and extent of the Game 
Commission’s 
P-R program last 
year. On State Game Lands and fed­ 
eral or leased lands, excepting Farm 
Game Projects: 181 game food strips 
were cleared on a total of nearly 
250 acres; alm ost 1500 foot strips 
were planted for a total of over 
2500 acres; cover crops seeded on 
966 food strips totaled some 1500 
acres; fields mowed to improve sod 
and nesting cover totaled nearly 
4300 acres; fields limed or fer­ 
tilized came to more than HOO 
acres; woodland borders cut to allow 
sunlight to produce natural food 
and cover for wildlife were made on 
over 438,000 linear 'feet of edge 
that averaged 46 feet in width, for 
a total of about 470 acres; share 
crop farm ers planted over 1400 
acres on State Game Lands, leav­ 
ing 29 acres of grain standing for 
wildlife; 
share - croppers 
turned 
back to the Commission over 8000 
bushels of grain and IO bushels of 
timothy seed also. 
Seedlings and transplants planted 
on these lands were evergreens, 
lespedeza, 
chestnuts, 
multiflora 
rose and others. They totaled al­ 
most 900,000 plants beneficial to 
wildlife. Shrubs and vines pruned or 
freed of competitive growths to 
allow 
greater fruiting numbered 
over 19,000. Sim ilar practices were 
carried out extensively on Farm 
Game Projects over the state. 
The Howard N ursery, under Game 


EMERGENCY WILDLIFE FEEDING 
It may be that some persons still 
assum e that supplemental wildlife 
feeding during winter months is a 
program left to chance. Such is not 
the case in Pennsylvania. Even as 
Game Commission employees pre­ 
pared the soil and planted crops on 


j State Game Lands this spring they 
thought ahead and planned em er­ 
gency game feeding supplies for the 
coming winter. 
Surplus grains harvested from 
the many Game Lands food strips are 
stored and later distributed to pro­ 
vide food for wildlife during severe 
winter periods, or when natura 
foods are in short supply. Last 
winter over 21,000 bushels from 
these harvested crops were placed 
in 
feeders by Commission em­ 
ployees, sportsmen, farm ers and 
Boy Scouts. 
In addition to these surplus crops 
over 41,000 bushels of grain, mostly 
com , were purchased from farm ers 
and seed merchants to provide em­ 
ergency food for w ildlife,principal­ 
ly wild turkeys, in forested areas 
and on marginal farm s. The more 
than 62.000 bushels of corn and 
other grains were utilized by many 
species of wildlife, and should help 
assu re a supply of game for the com­ 
ing hunting seasons. 
In addition, over 77,000 pounds of 
block and rock salt were placed in 
sm all quantities in remote areas 
in late winter and spring to com­ 
plete the diet requirements of deer. 
As can be seen, grains raised or 
purchased by the Game Commission 
were used to good advantage in past 
winters. Right now, the food re­ 
quirements of game during the criti­ 
cal months of next winter are being 
asse sse d 
by 
state wildlife men 
accustomed to watch out for wild­ 
life’s welfare and the interests of 
the sportsmen.

wakened one night recently by the 
barking of his collie. Unable to 
silence the dog he dressed and 
took a flashlight to investigate. He 
found the dog barking into a highway 
drainage pipe, which was about 30 
feet long and 2 feet in diameter. 
Tickner threw his light into the pipe, 
expecting to find a sm all animal 
hiding there. About IO feet inside 
the pipe was a doe deer. He finally 
succeeded in driving the deer the 
remainder of the way through the 
pipe, She fled to the nearby woods.”

POLICE ARE LOOKING for Frank­ 
lin Douglas Graham,

The robbery occurred about noon, 
August 18. The bandit escaped with 
$11,776. 


IT COULD HAPPEN HERE say 
many people on all sides as they 
read and hear about the flood ex­ 
periences in the East. Small dams, 
dykes, dredged streams, no one of 
these, nor all of them, will prevent 
trouble from flash floods. 
But a big dam, which will catch 
much of the run-off from a major 
portion of the area, would do much 
to reduce the damage, and probably 
would prevent the worst of it. 
Proof of this can be found in 
the recent flood which has been 
termed the most disastrous in re­ 
corded Pennsylvania history. The 
water went to new records at Port 
Jervis, Belvidere, 
Stoddardsville, 
and Tannery. 
Already it has been learned that 
enough water was impounded by 
existing dams to prevent an even 
worse disaster. The Pepacton and 
Neversink reservoirs above Port 
Jarvis impounded 25 billion gal­ 
lons, and did much to protect that 
port and other downstream com­ 
munities from more trouble.

Communal Living 


By Doris Fleeson 


MAA YAN ZVAI, Israel. — The 
communal, collective settlements, 
the famous kibbutzim of Israel are a 
gold mine for sociologists, a para­ 
dise for writers of human interest 
stories, invaluable source material 
for historians and a must for visit­ 
ing reporters. They have an ad­ 
ditional fascination for Americans 
who are 
curious and empirical 
people. Kibbutzim appeal because 
they are different and because they 
work. 


Reporters find that kibbutzim 
helped shape the politicians who 
run the country and that they are still 
a force. Though their share of the 
total agricultural product Is dimin­ 
ishing as the country grows, more 
are constantly being formed. 
Their appeal is largely to young 
people. The communal goal attracts 
youthful idealism. Their peculiar 
suitability to the troubled Israel 
borders and the difficult reclama­ 
tion of the arid Negev also brings 
them the young who have the pioneer 
spirit, what Conrad has called “the 
fire of youth, the glamour of youth. ” 
Generally speaking middle-aged 
or older immigrants prefer the 
risks of individual holdings or jobs. 
It has been found, however, that 
urbanized Jewish immigrants bound 
for agriculture do better in kibbut­ 
zim. 
The conditions in kibbutzim vary 
greatly, though the communal prop­ 
erty and collective effort are com­ 
mon to a IL Some are religious; 
some in the old time Socialist man­ 
ner have no formal religion at all, 
and have only a day of rest. The 
long established Kibbutz may be a 
large, 
semi-industrialized affair 
with senior members, only two fam­ 
ilies in each house, baths and elegant 
dining hall, library and rest rooms. 
A Negev kibbutz reproduces the 
original Zionist pioneer. It probably 
has tents; if cabins, they are dreary 
and sun-baked. Yet the members 
can look back to the malarial 
swamps in which such men as Prime 
Minister Ben-Gurion set up his 
tents and they believe that one day, 
they will have their place in the sun. 
It is not accidental that Ben- 
Gurion’s chosen place of contem­ 
plation is a Negev kibbutz. He be­ 
lieves in its values with intense 
sincerity and deliberately sets an 
example for the coming generation. 
The 19th century socialism which 
produced the kibbutzim is extinct 
everywhere else in the world though 
it has been tried often. The United 
States had its Brook Farm, Oneida 
Community and others. Here it 
seems to have a flexibility rarely 
associated with doctrinaire theor­ 
ies. 
It was rather amusing for example 
to hear a Swiss-born leader of a 
prosperous, industrialized kibbutz 
list his greatest problems as “work­ 
ing capital and human nature” in 
that order. Like a 
U. S. farmer, 
he found the bankers restricting 
his credit which was hurting his 
expansion. 
The human problems 
which to an American would seem 
onmipresent and overwhelming, he 
could put second. 


The attractive, brunette Ameri­ 
can, Sylvia 
Bailes 
Levy, from 
Brooklyn who guides Americans 
over this kibbutz found in it a 
greater freedom, she said, than at 
home. She had gone to a Quaker 
school and lived in Quaker com­ 
munities. There, if you quarreled 
or did something the community 
disliked, you were visited by a 
delegation to discuss the error of 
your ways, she explained. In the 
kibbutz you did your work but you 
1 were free. Nobody lectured you. 
The no-wage, no-profit aspect is 
the principal economic departure 
of the kibbutz. Its major social 
departure L that the children do 
not live with their parents. They 
live together in separate homes with 
nurses and housemaids assigned to 
them as well as teachers. As they 
grow older they share the work Ll 
increasing amount.
